Immigration figures for the fiscal year 
ending June 30 just issued show a con- 
siderable falling off as compared with 
previous years. The total number of 
immigrants entering this port during 
the past fiscal year was 54,754, as com- 
pared with 62,729 the previous year. 
This is a loss of 7975 and is 2828 less 
than the average for the past 10 years. 
The average for that period was 57,582.

FAMER MONEY 
RATES IN WET 


Banks Are Encouraged by 
Change Which Has Taken 
Place in Past Week—Bet- 
terment is Slight 


SHIPMENTS 


CEREAL 


CHICAGO— There has been some draw- 
ing down of country balances in western 
monetary centers, and it is probable that 
the deposits of the larger national banks 
are down from $8,000,000 to $12,000,000 
from the high point reached some weeks 
ago. For the first time in months there 
appears to be a firmer tendency in rates, 
The change has come about in the past 
week or 10 days, and while of small 
extent yet gives encouragement to banks. 
There is practically no market now for 
commercial paper at the 3% per cent 
discount rate. 

Banks are not buying freely, but such 
notes as are taken go at 3% @4 per cent. 
Only the very highest class of borrow- 
ers are able to obtain the lower rates, 
the greater part of business being done 
at 4 per cent. Brokers holding notes 
for 3% per cent discount have become 
somewhat alarmed at the upward tend- 
ency of rates and have been glad to 
place as much as possible at 3% per 
cent. Counter loans continue at 4@5 
per cent, but more business is done above 
the minimum figure than a week ago. 

The slight betterment in the money 
market appears to be due more to the 
movement of cereals from farmers’ 
lands than to any improvement in gen- 
eral manufacturing and trade lines. 
Leading bankers see but little if any 
change in general business conditions. 
Much of the real cause for improved 
money conditions lies in the fact that 
exceptionally large shipments of grain, 
particularly wheat, have been made to 
this center in the past week. 

Prices have been advanced in the past 
few weeks to a point making shipment 
more attractive to the farmer, in ad- 
dition new wheat has created pressure, 
and cash wheat has been in greater de- 
mand. This awakening of the grain 
movement has stimulated the various 
money markets of the west and the bet+ 
ter demands in those districts is re- 
flected here. 

Moreover, the accumulation of wheat 
in this city is heavier than at any time 
in the history of the trade. This ‘tre- 
mendous accumulation has stimulated 
the grain loan market and large amounts 
of money have been placed on this col- 
lateral of late. The bulk of these loans 
are made at 4 per cent.

Wonderful Record of Speed 


The greatest speed ever attained by a 
human being, or probably by any ma- 


terial moving thing on earth except a | 


projectile or a falling object, is credited 
to Vedrines, the French aviator, in his 
recent flight of nearly 80 miles at a 
velocity of 155 miles an hour, or over 
21% miles a minute. Of course this was 
not all due to the motor of the aero- 
plane; fully half of it was the speed of 
the storm wind which was driving him 
along. But even so, says the Engineer- 
ing Record (New York, June 24), we 
bave here not only a new record, but 
almost a new conception of speed: 

“As a mere matter of mechanics the 
possibility of such speeds is inspiring. At 


‘the rate at which aeroplane speeds have

increased for the last year or two, it is 
going to be but a brief time before 100 
miles an hour is passed and not much 
more before all records of things that 
travel on earth are passed. It may be 
long, however, before this prodigious 
flight of Vedrines is beaten.
